Continuing his attacks on President 
Roosevelt and the national admin- 
istration, Governor Talmadge yester- 
day said that the renomination of the 
president would be a “national ca- 
lamity.” 

The governor said that he expected 
the 1936 campaign would revolve 
around the democratic south’s desire 
to “revive Jeffersonian doctrines” an! 
left no doubt in the minds of his hear- 
ers that he was willing to lead or take 
a prominent part in that campaign. 

Asked directly if he believed Prési- 
dent Roosevelt would be renominated. 


Talmadge said: 

II hope not. It will be a national 
calamity, a calamity to the democra’.- 
ic. party and to America in view of 
what he has sponsored in Washington. 

I'm a good democrat of Jeffersoni- 
an doctrines. That crowd in Wash- 
ington are not democrats. They're not 
even republicans. They are a queer 
mixture of the wet nurse, frenzied 
finance and communism.” 

Many Letters Received. 

As he spoke, the governor called at- 
tention to a large stack of letters and 
telegrams he has received since he 
termed President Roosevelt a “rad- 
ical” last week. 

„There's the answer to my state- 
ment,” he said. “There are hundreds 
of letters and telegrams there. They 
come from 26 states. The people kflow 
what is going on in Washington and 
they don't like it.“ 

Later, attaches of the governor’s of- 
fice said that between 80 and 90 per 
cent of the letters and telegrams 
praised his statement, while the 
others condemned it. 

Adopts Slogan for Tour. 

During the day the governor re 
vealed that he had 8 a slogan 
for his stump tour of Dixie against 
the cotton processing tax. 

“It is America Wake Up,” he re- 
vealed. It came to me in a telegram 
from a man named Walter Day, of 
Westfield, N. J., who appears to be 
Americans 

ho already has awakened himself.”

KES FLAVS LONG 
FOR DELIBERATELY 
MISLEADING POOR 


Secretary Contemptuous- 
ly Berates Huey for Sub- 
versive Doctrines; Up- 
holds Freedom of Press. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—(UP)— 
Public Works Administrator Harold 
L. Ickes, speaking before the annual 
Associated Press luncheon today, at- 
tacked Senator Huey P. Long’s “share- 
the-wealth” plan as “despicable be- 
yond my powers of description.” 
Ickes, a former newspaperman, re- 
newed his outspoken criticism of the 
Louisiana senator as Long, in Wash- 
ington, vigorously flayed the secre- 
tary and the whole administration. 
Ickes did not mention Long by 
name, but pointedly maintained his 


verbal barrage against the New Deal 
rebel by asserting “I despise the dema- 
gogue who hurls his voice through the 
pure air to advocate false doctrines, 
the acceptance of which by a major- 
ity of the people would destra this 
America that I love. 

„J have nothing but contempt for 
the man of crooked intelligence,” he 
said, “who deliberately sets out to 
fool the underprivileged, who, during 
these last few years, have n hay- 
ing an especially tragic time of it by 
holding out to them the hope that as 
a result of some fantastic ‘share-the 
wealth’ scheme every man, woman 
and child is to have thrust into his 
hands the sum of $5,000, which is 
to come from God knows where. 

“To inspire hopes that can never 
be realized in those who dwell in 
physical misery and mental despair 
is a base and loathsome thing, It 
is despicable beyond my powers of 
description.” 

Townsend Also. 

Ickes referred—but not by name— 
to Dr. F. E. Townsend, author of 
an old-age pension plan, as an “im- 
practicable visionary ... who dreams 
an effervescent dream of an unreal- 
izable Utopia, the dwellers wherein, 
upon attaining the age of 60 are to 
be paid in spot cash, again from what 
source God only knows, the sum of 
$200 a month.” 

Of Father Charles E. Coughlan, 
again without mentioning the name, 
Ickes said: 

“And then there is the other voice 
of the cloistered individual whose rich 
but undisciplined imagination has 
reduced politics, sociology and bank- 
ing to the charming poetry which 
he distills melliflously into the ether 
for the entrancement of mankind.”

WASHINGTON, April -22.—(/)— 


Senator Long, of Louisiana, today dug 
a bristling array of adjectives from 


the depths of an explosive vocabulary, 
hurled them broadside at his adminis- 
tration critics and added a threat that 
Louisiana will secede from the tax- 
paying Union—‘“if they don’t watch 
out.” 

Casting aside such restrainte as 
have characterized his recent speeches, 
he laid down the principle with ap- 
propriate rhetorical embellishments, 
that state authorities, not Washing- 
ton officials, must have the final say 


on expenditures increasing the debts 
of Louisiana’s municipalities, 

He delighted a huge throng of East- 
er visitors, who crammed every inch 
of spectator room, with a return te 
his characteristieally emphatic man- 
ner of oratory—eyes and head rolling, 
twisty forelock askew, arms larruping 
the surrounding atmosphere. 


Secretary Ickes, who last week re- 
ferred to him as one afflicted with 
“halitosis of the intellect,” was lam- 
basted by Long today as the chinch 
bug from Chicago” and the “lord high 
chamberlain,” of the administration. 

Wallace, Farley Hit. 

Others of his cabinet peeves were 
not neglected. He attributed “royal 
prerogatives” to “Prime Minister” 
James Aloysius Farley — emphasis 
upon the middle name—and “Henry 
Almighty Wallace,” whom he called 
“the ignoramus from Iowa,” 

Later he lumped all administration 
heads together in an assertion that “if 
there is proof of honesty” among ad- 
ministrative boards they are “‘dismiss- 
ed. 


Dr. F. E, Townsend, originator of 


his name, outrightly refused to join 
forces with Long at a meeting intend- 
ed to unite their forces and those of 
the Rev. Charles E. Coughlin, the 
radio commentator. 

Those with an eye to political im- 
plications noted, too, q prediction by 
Senator Lewis, democrat, Illinois, that 
western republicans would shortly oust 
Henry P. Fletcher from the chairman- 
ship of that party. The westerners, 
he added, “are lini up against the 
eastern wing that wishes to turn the 
party back to the financial control 
that dominated the Hoover govern- 


ment. 
Replies to Attack. 

His assertion was in reply to an 
attack upon the New Deal made last 
night by Fletcher in which he said 
that the party must rally its forces 
to atop the definite movement toward 
state socialism.”

Studies ordered by the president in 
an effort to settle both emergency 
and long-standing problems of the cot- 
ton textile industry were launched 
today by the special cabinet commit - 
tee designated to conduct the inquiry. 

While the cabinet heads sat in a 
huddle over the situation, Represent- 
ative Warren, democrat, North Caro- 
lina, worked on a speech to be de- 
livered in the house tomorrow in 
which, his friends predicted, he will 
defend the processing tax and un- 
loose scathing criticism of New Eng- 
landers urging its repeal. . 

The four secretaries assigned to th 
task of finding a solution to the cot- 
ton textile problem— Hull, Wallace, 
Perkins and Roper — discussed the 
question at length today, named a 
subcommittee to conduct a fact-find- 
ing investigation, on whieh the cabi- 
net members will base their studies, 
and suggested that conferences be 
held with manufacturers in both New 
England and the south.

CLIPPER EN ROUTE 
FROM HONOLULU 
ON RETURN FLIGHT 


Good Weather and 16,000 
Foot Altitude Indicate 
Ship Will Land at One 
O'Clock. 


HONOLULU, April 22.—(4)—Fly- 
ing through a rainbow, the trail-blaz- 
ing Clipper hopped from Pearl har- 
bor here today at 3:29 p. m. (7:59 
p. m., Atlanta time) on its return 
flight to California. 

' Bucking a 25-mile headwind, the 
ship was 200 miles out at 8 p. m. (10 
p. m., Atlanta time). 

The 19-ton flying boat got into the 
air with ease and Pan-American Air- 
ways officials announced its destina- 
tion as Alameda. 

It flew here last Wednesday from 
the California cif in 17 hours and 
45 minutes on an experimental flight 
to establish passenger and transport 
service to the orient. 

Water boiled from the hull and sun- 
shine gleamed on the Clipper’s giant 
wing as the plane lifted from the 
choppy harbor waters after a 30-sec- 
ond run. 

Climbing slowly, the plane banked 
over Luke field, army air base on 
Ford Island, then climbed gradually 
until it completed a full circle. 

As tLe Clipper swept along the 
ocean front she flew directly through 
a low rainbow arching between the 
eane fields adjacent to Pearl barbor 
and the city. 
‘ Good Weather. 

A siren shrieked in the Aloha tower 
on the waterfront ‘as the Clipper 
passed over Honolulu. Residents 
rushed out to watch the start of the

LATEST DICTATOR 


Nips Military Coup and 
Holds Officers While He 
Names New Cabinet.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, April 22.—(?)— 
King Boris became the world's newest 
dictator and one of its youngest to- 
day after forestalling an eleventh-hour 
attempted coup and rebellion by mili- 
tary leaders yesterday. 

Details of the 41-year-old king's de- 
termined and vigorous action were 
learned today, after he became master 
of the situation. The nation breathed 
easier, believing he had saved it from 
revolution. 

Extremist officers of the military 
league, which had the country in its 
grip until the cabinet resigned four 
days ago, realized yesterday the king

Boris got wind of it and, showing 
extraordinary courage and initiative, 
forestalled a rebellion by summoning 
a score of ringleaders of the mili- 
tary league to the palace. where he 
read them the riot act. Military lead- 
ers were defiant and made it clear 
they would not tolerate a purely civil 
cabinet. 

Roris quickly decided to make ‘the 
intractable officers prisoners. Hesi- 
tating to trust the regular army, he 
called to the palace 200 loyal mili- 
tary students and with drawn bayo- 
nets kept the league officers under 
guard in the throne room.

From Death at. Niagara 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., April 
22-—(UP)—Three patrolmen formed 
a human chain along the Niagara 
cliff today and rescued Douglas 
Dean, 8, from a tree overhanging 
the Niagara gorge. 

The boy had fallen from the cliff 
while playing with his brother, 
William, 12. The tree broke his 
fall and saved him from being dash- 
ed to death in the lower Niagara 
rapids, 200 feet below. 

The rescuers were Patrolmen 
George and Elmer Schulmeister, 
brothers, and Clifford Stinebring.

PATMAN RESISTS 
SENATE ATTEMPT 
TO KILL BONUS BILL 


House Inflationist Leads 

Fight To Prevent Sub- 
stitution of Harrison’s 
Compromise Measure. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—(UP) 
Representative Wright Patman, dem- 
ocrat, Texas, author of the inflation 
bonus bill approved by the house, 318 
to 90, began a fight today to keep the 
seaate from scuttling his bill in favor 
of Senator Pat Harrison's compro- 
mise currency expansion measure. 

Patman, appearing before the sen- 
ate finance committee, which is 
headed by Harrison, said the veterans 
had to get their money “now or nev- 
er.“ Reminded by Senator Josiah 
W. Bailey, democrat, North Carolina, 
that President would veto his bill 
and asked why he wanted the senate 
to approve it under thosé conditions, 
Patman replied: ft | 

Toe be frank, the soldier won't get 
much under the Harrison bill. I 
don’t favor that bill but I appreciate 
the step in the right direction which 
it takes.” He said he still hoped to 
persuade the president his bill would 
be a good thing for the country. 

Under the Patman bill the bonus 
would be paid immediately with more 
than $2,000,000,000 newly printed 
currency. Under the Harrison pro- 
posal veterans in need of cash could 
obtain negotiable bonds for their ar- 
justed service certificates. They could 
sell the bonds for cash. 

Patman denied that his 
inflationary. 

“Every dollar issued would be 
backed. by more than 100 per cent 
metallic reserves in the treasury,” 
he said. 

He was supported by James E. Van 
Zandt, commander of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, who said the organiza- 
tion is “standing pat with Patman.” 

Van Zandt blamed “well-financed 
and selfish interests” for opposing im- 
mediate cash payment. Their argu- 
ment that immediate cash payment 
would violate the contract between 
the government and the vterans, h 
said, is “just plain boloney.” 

He promised that if congress passes 
the Patman bill it will “never hear 
another word from the veterans about 
the bonus.” This is a point which 
has entered administration opposition 
to the bonus. Leaders feared that if 
the bonus is paid, World War vet- 
erans will begin agitation for pen- 
sions as their next goal. 

Donald A. Hobart, national com- 
mander of the American Veterans’ 
Association, opposed the entire idea of 
paying the bonus in advance of the 
1945 maturity date. He suggested 
that céngress “take the profits out of 
patriotism.” 

“The pre-payment of the bonus,” 
he said, “is a triply compounded in- 
justice. It is unfair to the American 
citizen who pays the bill. It is un- 
fair and cruel to the veterans we are 
most anxious to help. It is grossly 
unkair to all those on relief.“

Thousands of inhabitants, their ton- 
gues parched and swollen, stumbled 
about the ruins of their villages seek- 
ing water. A blazing tropical ‘sun 
added to their suffering. 
Numerous cases of .insanity among 
bereaved parents and children were r. 
ported by relief workers, who said the 
cases Were becoming more frequent. 
The number of dead from the shocks 
which rocked the island at dawn Sun- 
day reached 3,065, officials announced.

The first relief columns sent out by 
the army reached the heart of the af - 
fected area with medical aid, food and 
blankets today. 

The third day of aerial surveys 
showed fears of heavy casualties 
among head-hunting tribes of the in- 
land region were Se gee Not only 
did the flimsy villages of savages in 
the mountains. escape disaster, but it 
was established Formosa’s principally 
industry, sugar growing, was virtually 
unscathed. 

Official reports said a majority of 
sugar mills and the principal cane 
fields were outside the districts vis- 
ited by the earthquake. 

A Japanese destroyer with doctors 
and supplies was enroute here from 
Mako naval base. 

The Japanese government sent 50 
relief parties with doctors, water and 
food to the stricken districts in the 
northwestern section of the island 
where the quake damage was worst. 

Carrier pigeons brought the news 
that relief was on the way, bolster - 
ing survivors with new hope. Mili- 
tary carrier pigeons were the on 
means of quick communication avail- 
able. The Japanese army battalion 
station at Taichou co-operated in the 
relief work. 

Offers of Relief. 

Offers of relief from many foreign 
sources poured in on Japanese and 
Formosan officials. Admiral B. F. 
Upham, commander-in-chief. of the 
United States Asiatic fleet, offered to 
send an American warship from 
Shanghai, but the Japanese declined 
with thanks, saying the situation was 
in hand.

MIAMI, Fia., April 22.—(P%—A 
Department of Justice statement 
branding as a “hoax’’ Miami detec- 
tives’ story of the recovery of the 


loot in a recent $185,000 jewel rob- 
bery created a sensation here today as 
a jury was being selected to try two 
New Yorkers for the crime. 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, in a 
Statement said the gems stolen from 
Mrs. Margaret Hawkesworth Bell in a 
Miami hotel were recovered from a 
safety deposit box and not mysterious- 
ly dropped in an officer's car as pre- 
viously announced by Eugene Bryant, 
chief of Miami detectives. 

Hoover had assigned operatives to 
the Case to determine whether the 
stolen jewelry had been transported 
from one state to another. 

The surprise evidence was made 
public a few hours before the jury 
was completed for the trial of Nicholas 
Montone, alias Nick Marlowe, and 
Charles Cali, of Brooklyn, on armed 
robbery charges. Both are said by po- 
lice to have confessed and Cali already 
is under an eight-year sentence on 
an unarmed robbery charge to which 
he pleaded guilty. 

Hoover’s statement charged that 
Bryant got the jewels from a safety 
lock | box station here with a key 
furnished him by Noel Scaffa, a New 
York private detective. C. Harrington, 
associate of Scaffa, was alleged to 
have been with Bryant when the gems 
were located. 

In New York, Scaffa declined to 
discuss the case. The Department of 
Justice revealed there that Scaffa’s 
part in the recovery of the jewelry is 
ang investigation by-a federal grand 
ury.

ASHINGTON, April 22.—(?)—A 
strong movement to rewrite complete- 
ly the administration’s NRA extension 
bill, limiting it strictly to interstate 
business, was disclosed today within 
the house ways and means commit- 


tee. 

The objects of the revision, it was 
stated privately by leading members 
of the committee would be to mini- 
mize the Blue Eagle's effect on the 
little man and to answer assertions 
that the law was creating monopo- 
lies. 

The edinmittee has not yet official- 
ly taken up the bill. It was report- 
ed, however, that in private prelimi- 
nary discussions, some of its most in- 
fluential democratic members had ex- 
pressed their desire to strike from 
the measure language which might 
be interpreted as giving the NRA 
strong power over intrastate business, 

Representative Sam Hill, democrat, 
Washington, acting ways and means 
committee chairman, in the. temporary 
absence of Representative Doughton, 
ar the committee probably would 
meet late this week to determine when 
it would begin consideration? 

He declined, however, to predict 
what changes might be made in the 


bill as it was presented to congress |. 


by administration officials. . 
' xpected Changes. 

Other members, who asked that 
their names not be used for fear they 
might be accused of trying to “run 
the committee,” predicted that when 
the measure finally did emerge it 
would: 

1. Permit the use of codes only by 
businesses engaged in intérstate com- 
merce. 

2. Perhaps specifically exempt the 
so-called “service trades,” such as 
beauty and barber shops and cleaning 
and dyeing establishments. Fair trade 
practice provisions of some of the 
service codes already have been sus- 
pended by executive order. 

3. Provide a method of code crea- 
tion under which one manufacturer, 
because he controlled 50 per cent of 
the industry, could not be accused of 
dictating and the NRA consequently 
accused. of fostering monopolies. — 

4, Permit the establishment of min- 
imum” prices, so defining minimum“ 
that the code operation could not be 
interpreted as “price fixing.” 

5. Possibly fix a “maximum” num- 
ber of hours of work a week to fore- 
stall the expected congressional drive 
for the Black 30-hour bill. 

Extension Desired. 

Checks showed that both the house 
Ways and means and the senate fi- 
nance committee stood overwhelmingly 
for extension of the NRA. And at 
least one senate democrat, who favored 
extension. wondered about limiting 
NRA activities to interstate business. 

One leading democratic member of 
the White House committee put it 
this way: 

“The. bill that was sent up here 
from downtown is like all bills that 
are written down there — it simply 
seeks to expend the authority some 
of those people have. 

„From a legal standpoint, it’s pret- 
ty poorly written, and will have to 
be done over again. And in the re- 
writing, we'll probably do away with 
all the fluff—the expansion of pow- 
er—and get down to the basic princi- 
ples t are beneficial. , 

“The bigger ting NRA has done is 
help business to stop cutting its own 
throat through competition. We 
should remember that, and. we will re- 
member that. And we'll keep the 
big fellow from ruining the little fel- 
low too, “you can bet on. that.” 

The house committee has heid no 
hearings on the bill: the senate com- 
mittee has completed its hearings and 
plans to take the measure up in execu- 
tive session this week. 


Georgia Relief Rolls 
Register Big Decline 


Nearly 20,000 heads of families 
were removed from the rolls of the 
Federal Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion in Georgia through re-employment 
and operation of the rural rehabilita- 
tion program during the first quarter 
of 1935, it was announced yesterday 
by Miss Gay B. Shepperson, relief 
administrator. 

Administration figures show that 
12.006 heads of families on the relief 
rolls January 1 have returned to gain- 
ful employment and no longer require 
federal assistance. In addition, 6,561 
families were placed on the rural re- 
habilitation program, a self-sustain- 
ing activity. 

During the past year the number 
of farm families on the relief rolls in 
Georgia has declined from 38,000 to 
17,000. Of the 21,000 decline, 15,000 
families have been provided for under 
the self-sustaining rehabilitation pro- 
gram. It does not account, however, 
for 6,000 farm families which have 
become self-supporting. 

Re-employment figures for the first 
three months of the year show~4,171 
heads of families were reabsorbed by 
industry during January, 3,884 in 
February, and 3,947 in March. It is 
expected that April will show an even 
larger percentage.

THE WARNING TO TAXPAYERS 


Taxpayers in Atlanta are warned 
by the tax assessors that they must 
list intangible property by May 15 
if the low tax valuation of 15 per 
cent of the market price of the 
securities is to be obtained. 

Failure to place intangibles on 
the tax records during the next 
three weeks will subject their hold- 
ers to the danger of having to pay 
taxés on them at full market quota- 
tions. This would mean that the 
amount of the tax would be in- 
creased almost seven times. 

Of the estimated $300,000,000 
of stocks and bonds held in At- 
lanta, only $1,500,000 are now on 
the tax books. 

The low valuation on intangibles. 
for taxation purposes was estab- 
lishéd in order that this type of 
property should be made to pay a 
fair share of the tax burden, and 
at the same time the danger of driv- 
ing it out of the state be avoided. 


Other classes of property have 
beén unjustly burdened in the past, 
put whether voluntarily or through 
exercise of governmental authority, 
intangibles are certain in future to 
take over some of this burden. 

The great majority of those hold- 
ing stocks and bonds are willing to 
pay fair taxation upon them and 
will put them on the tax records 
before May 15—bbut they should 
realize that they should place them 
on the tax digest now instead of 
waiting until the last minute. 

The owners of intangibles who 
fail to list them, either through 
oversight or deliberate desire to 
avoid just taxation, will facé the 
double threat of embarrassment and 
increased tax payments. 


"QUAKE SCOURGES FORMOSA 


Another tragic chapter is added 
by the earthquake in Formosa to 
the long history of similar visita- 
tions to Japanese territory. Dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century 
alone more than 100,000 have died, 
countless numbers have been in- 
juréd and wide destruction has re- 
sulted from the sudden upheavals 
that visit the Japanese islands more 
frequently than any other section of 
the world. 


The most disastrous ’quake dur- 
ing this period was the one that 
centered around Tokyo and Yoko- 
hama in 1923, completely destroy- 
ing the latter city, then having a 
population of more than 600,000, 
and doing widespread damage in the 
heart of Tokyo. Nearly a hundred 
thousand men, women end children 
wére killed by this earthquake and 
the conflagration that followed. 

While earthquakes, of greater or 
lesser violence, have been known 
in practically every section of the 
world, there is a definite earth- 
quake band encircling the earth 
which includes the Mediterranean, 
Asia Minor, India, Persia, the Chi- 
nese coast, Japan, Central America, 
the West Indies and the Azorés. At 
no point on the comparatively nar- 
row belt are the ’quakes more vio- 
lent than in the Far Eastern ares. 
Scientists believe the earth’s crust 
has less strength in the earthquake 
band and disturbances in the earth’s 
interior are, therefore, reflected by 
sudden settling, faulting or bend- 
ing at some point in the area. 


Since Formosa was ceded to 
Japan by China in 1895 the island 
has become an area of outstanding 
importance to the Japanese. It sup- 
plies in huge quantities the foods 
and raw materials for industry that 
cannot be produced on the unpro- 
ductive soils of most of the Japa- 
nese islands. 


The area of Formosa is 13,000 
square miles, approximately the 
size of Maryland, but its popula- 
tion of 4,500,000 is three times as 
dense as that of the American state. 
Of this population only 220, 000 
te Japanese, and 43,000 nationals 

of other mations, the balance being 
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age. 
Under Japanese control the is- 
land has been rapidly developed, 
and its exports during recent years 
have averaged $1600,000,000, being 
composed chiefly of rice, sugar, tea, 
jute, gold, silver, coal and copper. 
There are nearly a thousand pri- 
mary schools, with approximately 
300,000 students, numerous special 
schools and a university. The island 
has excellent railroad, postal, tele- 
graph and telephone service, and an 
excellent highway system. 


The development and moderniza- 
tion of Formosa has surpassed even 
the splendid work done by the 


5 United States in the Philippines, 


and the earthquake will prove a 
severe blow to the Japanese be- 
cause of the degree to which the 
economics of their island possession 
and those of the nation dre inter- 
twined. 


While the full extent of the dam- 
age is yet to be learned, the loss 
of life and property destruction 
already listed makes the earthquake 
one of the major earth disturbances 
of modern history. 


FINE CROP OUTLOOK 

The encouraging announcement 
is made by the Georgia crop re- 
porting service that the state’s 
early crops are in fine condition, 
with full promise of profitable pro- 
duction. . 

Tobacco, wheat and peaches have 
had splendid weather during the vi- 
tally important early growing pe- 
riod, with the indications that each 
of these important crops will be 
larger than last year, and better in 
quality. 

The surplus of rain in early 
April, accompanied by unseason- 
able cold spells, has given arise to 
fear that the crops already set out, 
these including many of the truck: 
garden vegetables, had been dam- 
aged. 

The reporting service points out 
that this has not been the case 
since the ideal weather conditions 
in March caused the young plants 
to become strong enough to resist 
the bad conditions during the first 
two weeks of this month. Now 
all that is needed is hot, dry 
weather to bring promise of one 
of the best agricultural seasons in 
recent years. 

The increase in soil improvement 
and the growth in diversification in 
Georgia during the past two years 
are added factors in the promise of 
bumper crops this summer if any- 
thing like favorable weather condi- 
tions are experienced. 

If the present outlook holds true, 
the farmers are headed for another 
prosperous fall, such as they ex- 
perienged in 1934, with their im- 
proved condition more soundly 
based because it will be less de- 
pendent upon cotton.

Turkey May Change 


Day of Rest. 


It is understood that a bill is about 
to be laid before the great national 
assembly at Angora, making Sunday 
and not Friday, Turkey’s compulsory 
day of rest. The reasons of this re- 
form are purely economic. In Feb- 
ruary, 1924, Turkey, the first among 
Mussulman countries, introduced a 
compulsory rest day, and Friday was 
chosen. It was then a social reform, 
and the choice fell on Friday mainly 
because Mussulmans deyote more time 
to their prayers on that day than 
on any other. All the foreign admin- 
istrations and banks accordingly had 
to close their offices on Friday and 
open them on Sundays, some the whole 
day through and others until noon. 

The choice of Friday soon, however, 
proved to be unfortunate. Fihancial 
transactions suffered, since the hanks 
were unable to communicate with the 
occidental markets, while owing to the 
closing of the European stock ex- 
changes on Sunday, they were unable 
to work normally on that day, and 
only for half a day on Saturdays. 
Thus they lost nearly three days every 
week. 

The reform has been discussed in the 
press for a number of years. At one 
time it was said that in order to 
spare religious susceptibilities, the re- 
form would merely consist in changing 
the name of Sunday inte that of Fri- 
day, so that Friday might always re- 
main the official day of rest. But 
this does not seem to be probable.

AND WHERE DOES HER LADY- 
SHIP COME IN? 

Isn’t there some preventive for to- 
bacco poisoning? asks a woman ho 
says she has been a faithful fan for 
years and has derived much benefit 
from Ol’ Doc Brady’s common sense 
health talks and much entertainment 
from some of the old grumpy's caustic 
comments, (Yah, there, ten thousand 
critics who say one must never offend 
the sensitive reader's feelings and all 
that quaint formality !) 

In this day and age (continues Mrs. 
Reader) it is impossible to avoid ex- 
posure. to tobacco smoke. Some people 
do not choose to believe tobacco smoke 
can poison others, and sometimes the 
resulting sick headache and nausea 
seem a high price to pay for their 
championship. I suppose if the nau- 
sea occurred abruptly they might be- 
lieve it, but it comes on only after 
two or three hours, when as a rule 
the smoking visitors have gone. I am 
extremely sensitive to tobacco smoke. 
Formerly I imagined the headaches 
were from eye strain and wore glasses 
needlessly for years before I discov- 
ered the real cause. Now I never have 
the headaches if I can avoid exposure 
to tobacco smoke, and I do not wear 
glasses any more. It is a handicap to 
have to stay at home or have a head- 
ache, and even at home guests will 
smoke. People used to smoking are 
uncomfortable when they can’t smoke, 
and it seems now that smokers far 
outnumber non-smokers, so it is up to 
the minority to find an antidote 
against tobacco smoke poisoning.

Infants breathing air 
heavily laden with tobacco smoke are 
réadily poisoned just as though they 
smoked. Young women who happen to

He played when 
the Commodores were tops year after year. 


THE GAME HE REMEMBERS BEST. 

“Ray,” | asked, of all the old games which one do you 
remember best?

“I guess the Sewanee game of 1911. They had beaten us 
the year hefore. At the half they were leading, 6 tq 0. I re- 
member coach sat down in front of me and kept wiping my 
face with a wet towel while he talked to the team. I was so 
all in 1 could hardly get to my feet.

Blooms of tea, hybrid tea, and hy- 
brid perpetual must have been grown 
disbudded; side buds will disqualify 
the bloom. Evidence of very recent 
disbudding will be penalized at half 
the score of points €or stem. To be 
considered a bloom the flower must 
be sufficiently open, that its form and 
character may observed. Tight 
buds will not qualify as blooms. 
(Climbers and decorative. arrangement 
excepted. ) 

Entries are to be labeled and named 
by exhibitor. Labels secured at court 
entrance Biltmore hotel. Envelope 
bearing number and extra labels must 
be-retained by exhibitor until end of 
show. No exhibit released unless en- 
velope number checks with label on 
exhibit.. Not responsible for vases 
left after 10:30 p. m.

ROME, April 22.—()—Marquis 
Francesco Pacelli, 61, one of the lead- 
ing statesmen of the Holy See, general! 
counselor of the Vatican state, and 
brother of Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, 
died today. 

Death was caused by a heart ail- 
ment, complicating pneumonia from 
which the marquis was suffering. 

Marquis Pgeelli was regarded as 
one of those chiefly responsible for 
the conclusion of negotiations which 
ended in the Lateran treaty of 1929 
affirming the soverign status of the 
eee 3 ra x cnc Sam pope in the Ho See. 
due © e is In the closing stages of the negotia- 
„ 3 tions, Pacelli served as the sole me- 
diary between Cardinal Gasparri, the 
late papal secretary of state, and 
Premier Mussolini who, with Pope 
Pius, had initiated the efforts at set- 
tlement. 

By the treaty, the Italian govern- 
ment recognized the complete inde 
pendence of the Holy See, and Vati- 
can City was formally constituted as 
sovereign territory. As a reward for 
his labor, Pacelli received from the 
pope the hereditary title of marquis, 
Three years later, in 1932, he was 
invested by King Victor Emmanuel 
with the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Saints Maurice and Lazarus. 


PROF. EDMOND MEANY. 

SEATTLE, April 22.—(4)—Profes- 
sor Edmond S. Meany, 72, noted Pa- 
cific Northwest historian and “grand 
old man” at the University of Wash- 
ington, died today after suffering a 
heart attack.
